Yeast awoke, partly suffocated from 
smoke. 
He ran into the hall «nd met 
his son-lndaw at the foot of th<* stairs. 
Th«* la tte r was clad only in his un*ler 
clothing, and both those garm ents and 
his hair were in flam es. 
Mr. Yeast 
hurriedly wrapped a quilt about the 
man, an«l calling to his wif«» to warn 
her of ihe danger ran to the granary

and 
grandchild. 
T h e

drove him back, however, and he was 
unable to roach their room. 
Rv ihis tim e he notice«! that his

their skulls and a few bits of partly 
burned flesh and clothing, all of which 
could be gathered up In a bushel bas­ 
ket.

graph. This new field will be open to 
women when the new nine hour «lay 
law governing the working time of 
railw ay telegraphers go«*» into effect 
on March 1. 
It w as confidently expected th a t this 
law would work a revolution In rail­ 
way operation, and It was with this 
end In view that the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers procured its passage de-

the gre ater part be done aw ay with. 
The railroads therefore decided th a t 
they would rather spend millions In 
providing and m aintaining autom atic 
block signals, which never go to sleep 
and which never fall unless they spell 
“dange r,” than to spend the sam e mon­ 
ey In m aintaining telegraph stations 
and telegraph operators. 
The closing 
of stations as telegraph stations Is 
made possible by the fact that with an 
autom atic electric signal all that Is nec­ 
essary Is to sta rt trains as fast as the 
terminal block is empty and keep them 
going until a sem aphore says "stop.” 
Accordingly m any of the big systems, 
notably the ilu rrim u n roads, have been 
hasteuing the installing of such sig­ 
nals, nnd the new year finds them 
ready to lock the telegraph keys In 
hundreds of stations. 
The second con­

CALLED OFF 


Boilermakers on Other 
Roads 


Fail to Come to Agreement 


With the Companies 


VOTES 
TAKEN 
LAST 
WEEK 


Relations Between 
Men 
and 


Northern Pacific Were Friend­ 


ly Throughout Strike 


According to the dispatches from St. 
Paul the boilermakers strike is a thing 
of the past in the northwest, the men 
on the other roads having decided to 
give up what proved to be a losing 
fight, and the officials sent out notice 
to the men to secure employment on 
such terms as they could. 
On the 
Northern Pacific system alone did the 
men come to terms with the company 
and secure recognition of the union. 
At the beginning of the strike the 
demand was made on ail the roads 
with 
the 
agreement 
between 
the 
boilermakers that no settlement should 
be made that did not include all roads. 
Shortly before the close of the year 
this agreement was abrogated and the 
boilermakers on the Northern Pacific 
easily came to an agreement with the 
officials and went to work the second 
day of January of this year. 
On none of the other roads were the 
men able to come to an agreement 
with the companies and last 
week 
notices were sent out for a vote on the 
question of declaring the strike ofF. 
The vote proved favorable to such 
action and the strike was formerly de­ 
clared ofF on Tuesday. 
In discussing 
the strike 
Vice-president 
Gallavin, 
said at St. Paul: 
We chose what seemed to be a good 
time for the strike, but we could not 
forsee the financial panic, which has re­ 
duced business on the railroads so they 
do not require so much equipment. 
W eather conditions, too, have been 
against us. 
This time last year it took 
two engines to haul ten cars, but this 
winter railroad conditions have been 
the same as in summer, and one engine 
can haul forty cars. 
If we get some 
wintry weather the railroads will have 
to use more engines. 
Then they will 
need more men. 
The roads themselves did not antici­ 
pate the conditions which have pre­ 
vailed for they ordered large quantities 
of new equipment from car foundries. 
Much of this has been delivered re­ 
cently, so that they have more than 
they need. 
A prominent boilermaker of this city 
wTas seen by a D i s p a t c h representative 
concerning the m atter and confirmed 
the report. 
He took occasion in the 
course of the conversation to pay a 
high tribute to the officials of the 
Northern Pacific. 
He said that the 
boilermakers on this system were not 
in favor of the strike and that they 
were drawn or forced into it by the 
majority of men on the other systems. 
As soon as the agreement was abro­ 
gated and the Northern Pacific and its 
men could they got together, the men 
accepting the ofFer made by the rail­ 
road at the 
commencement of the 
strike. 
The officials of the road had 
treated them in the most gentlemanly 
manner throughout and there is and 
has been throughout, the best of feel­ 
ing between the men and the company.

Ohio Senate. 
Columbus, O., Feb. 6.—By a vote of 
24 to 13, five more than a constitu­ 
tional majority, the senate passed the 
Rose county option bill. 
The measure 
was 
endorsed 
by 
the 
Anti-Saloon 
league and is the principal temperance 
m easure before the Ohio general as­ 
sembly at its present session. 
The 
hill now goes to Hie house, and its 
advocates claim it will pass there by 
a greater majority than It received in 
the senate. 
Moro than two hours were given to 
the debate on the measure, but the 
speeches were only formalities, as the 
alignment upon the measure had been 
practically 
determined 
in 
advance. 
Two important amendments to the bill 
were accepted by th? author, one pro­ 
viding that it shall not take effect un­ 
til Sept. I, 1908, and another increas­ 
ing the percentage of signers to peti­ 
tions for elections under the law from 
25 to 35 per cent of the qualified vot­ 
ers of any county. 
Two amendments 
to tho bill were o ffer e d by the op­ 
ponents of the measure, and which 
were endorsed by the Ohio Brewers' 
association, both of which were voted 
down.
